REMARKABLE COURSE OF BUL- 
LET, AND CARE OF 
WOUNDED. 


Paris, Aug. 22.— (Correspondence 
of The Associated Press)—The case 
of one American Marine who went 
through a hail of shrapnel and ma­ 
chine gun fire at Cantigny and is now 
convalescing from a wound in the 
great American military hospital at 
Neuilly, in the Paris suburbs, seems 
to have demonstrated that the Amer­ 
ican field helmet, commonly called by 
soldiers, the “tin hat" is a thorough­ 
ly reliable article when put to the 
supreme test. 
This marine owes his life to his 
“tin hat," and the peculiar qualities 
of its steel in giving slightly without 
shattering. In the midst of the action 
he went down with a ball striking the 
top of the helmet and pressing down 
to the skull. 
He was brought back, 
along with the helmet which showed 
a deep indentation about the Bise of 
half a baseball. It wa3 this indenta­ 
tion which had pressed down to foe 
scalp, making a wound which requir­ 
ed trepaning. But there it stopped, 
and the metal of the tin hat after 
giving to the missile until its force 
was spent, had stopped in it its dead­ 
ly flight straight toward the brain. 
The trepaning operation 
was only 
slight and the marine was on the 
way to recovery. 
The* indented helmet was preserv­ 
ed, not as a souvenir, bat to-be for­ 
warded to the ordnance* experts at 
Washington to show them the good 
qualities of their helmets. It Is said 
that a hard and brittle steel, which 
would have resisted without giving, 
would have been shattered to bits 
by the impact and the ball would 
have gone through the brain. 
In an adjoining ward a stalwart 
young marine who had been In the 
same Cantigny fight stood at atten­ 
tion with no apparent sign of wound. 
But th e ,surgeon, feeling the boy's 
throat .nodded approvingly and then 
remarked font this was one of foe 
most remarkable eases that had ever 
come under his observation, 
and 
probably the only ease of foe kind on 
record. A bullet had struck foe sol­ 
dier in the left side of foe neck and 
had gone through to 
foe 
gullet, 
where It stopped, and had then de­ 
scended or been swallowed into foe, 
stomach.
